Going briefly into the facts, 
counse] said that on the morning 
of December 28, a party of 
revenue officers boarded the 
junk at Aberdeen harbour and 
found the gold on board. Con- 
sequently, the defendant was 
brought before the Court that 
same morning and charged. 

- TOWED TO SHELTER 
. On December 30, the junk was 
towed to the police shelter at 
Yaumati. Defendant was present 
at the time of the scizure and 
admitted he was responsible for 
the gold. 

Mr-Hon went on to say that on 
the afternoon of January 2, he 
asked Inspector Knox whether 
the junk had been released or 
not. He was told that further 
instructions had to be taken 
from the “higher-ups" in this 
connection. 

The. proseccution’s main object 
in holding the vessel was to 
request five members of the 
crew to dive evidence in_ this 
cnse, counsel said, At that time, 
he suggested to the Revenue 
Office that if the prosecution 
wantod these five s to 
give evidence, he would like to 
have their names first, and that 
fhe prosecution could subpoena 
the men when.they were needed.
